mmigrants, students, welfare 

bums — Diane Francis believes 
they are among the biggest threats 
to Canada’s well-being. Accord- 
ing to Francis, they drive the 
underground economy, cheat on 
their taxes, default on their stu- 
dent loans and defraud the 


government every chance they get. 





Furthermore, says Francis, re- 
cently in Edmonton on a book 
tour, Quebec separatists are en- 
gaged in a “power grab” being 
carried out by “radicals leading a 
relatively homogenous, compliant 
minority.” 

As well, AIDS patients slip 
across the border and use fraudu- 
lent heaith care cards to bilk the 
Canadian medical system, and 
powerful and wealthy unions op- 
press the workers. 

And hey, once we dismantle the 
unions, we can dispense with the 
minimum wage. Francis says it 
“destroys jobs for entry-level 
workers.” 

As proof of the latter charge, 
she cites the experience of her 
daughter. Francis says her 
daughter worked for a large de- 
partment store for $4 an hour. 
When the minimum wage was 
increased, “all the kids were laid 
off.” 


elcome to the cartoon, con- 

servative world of Diane 
Francis, where a nation of evil, 
scheming Canadians cheat in 
every way they can because their 
tax burden is too high, And why 
are the taxes so high?

lationship is Alberta's premier, 
Ralph Klein.” 

Francis says: “No question, | 
think he [Kiein] is great. I'm not 
Klein's flack. All I'm saying is that 
his goal is correct: to live within 
your means."’ 

But what if reaching that goal 
means shoving people off the wel- 
fare rolls? What if reaching that 
goal means a two-tiered health 
care system, one for the rich and 
one for the poor? What if reach- 
ing that goal depends on slashing 
jobs? 

“My understanding,” says Fran- 
cis, “is he [Klein] tells the civil 
service a goal and they have to do 
the cutting. So really the criticism 
should be on these people who 
make the decisions to make the 
cuts.” 

Francis doesn’t mince words 
about where she stands. She 
writes: “Even if Canada had four 
million ‘poor,’ there is no way 
the country could afford the 
amount of help now given 

Like the Klein government, 
Francis would just cut them loose. 
Her list of cures for Canada's cur- 
rent social ills reads like a 
right-wing fairy tale. She calls for 
workfare, smart cards, and other 
staples of the neo-conservative 
agenda. 

Francis proposes a country 
without welfare, citing the Swiss 
model, where people are expect- 
ed to care for family members, 
no matter what the financial 
burden. 


Financial burden 


What are some other uncom- 
fortable financial burdens on 
average, middle-class, tax-payers, 
according to Francis? “Pension- 
ers are yet another problem,”’ she 
writes. 

Those pesky old people. Darn 
it all, they hobble around and 
inconvenience the rest of us 
when they get sick. Francis says 
the elderly should be cared for 
by their own families. Forget 
that an aged Alzheimer’s patient, 
for example, might be too diffi- 
cult for even the most devoted 
family to look after. 

But will any of this slow downa 
nation of avaricious Canadians, a 
country of citizens bent on greed 
and profit?

“Refugee claimants come into 
our offices the same day they ar 
rive and get on welfare...If you're 
from China or Guatemala and get 
in here, like 
welfare,’’ Francis 
source as saying 

Live like a king on welfare. isn’t 
that the truth? Here we are, sweat- 
ing away every day, trying to earn 
a decent living, and those welfare 
bums are living it up, drinking 
champagne and knocking back 
fresh oysters in their Chateaus 
overlooking the river 

Francis — when asked — in- 
sists she still pays mind to the 
journalistic maxim of “afflicting 
the comfortable and comforting 
the afflicted.” 

She says indignantly: “That's ex- 
actly what I do! The afflicted I'm 
comforting are the tax-payers, par- 
ticularly — as I point out in the 
book — not the rich guys. They 
always weasel out of taxes. And 
not the low end, who are ripping 
off the system as well. 

“But that poor middle-class are 
shackled to payroll source tax de- 
ductions and can't wriggle out of 
taxes the way a small, independ- 
ent businessperson or rich person 
can.” 

That may be so, but at one point 
in her book, Francis decries “gov- 
ernment confiscation” of lands 
She cites as one example the Brit- 
ish Columbia government's 1993 
decision to expropriate land fora 
provincial park.

66 § was in Sorrel, the hometown 
of Quebec's Hell’s Angels on

with lots of big bombs. One rack of 
roman candles hadn't fired, so I 
ran into the middle of the bouquet 
to set it off myself. | connected it, 
but the first bomb went off before 
its lift charge. It exploded in the 
tube, not in the air, and destroyed 
the rack. I got hit in the side of the 
head so hard with a piece of shrap- 
nel that I was knocked to the 
ground. It was like a punch and I 
could hardly see because blood 
from the cut was getting in my eye. 
“As I was lying there dazed, the 
rest of the rack started going off. 
Because the rack was broken, the 
candles were going off in all direc- 
tions. I didn't want to be there when 
the big bombs went off because they 
shoot flames 15 to 20 feet out of the 
tubes when the lift charges fire. As I 
was scrambling out, some were fly- 
ing past me as I ran. When I reached

where my guys had taken cover, they 
were laughing. One yelled: ‘Wow, 
that was just like Full Metal Jacket!!" 
I shouted for water and they got very 
worried. They thought I was on fire, 
but I was just thirsty. I'm older and 
wiser now. | don’tdo that anymore.” 


War stories 


Patrick Brault’s eyes twinkle as 
he tells this story over lunch. His 
fireworks company, Concept Fi- 
atlux, won the 1995 First Night 
contract. Brualt has an arsenal of 
war stories which rival the size of 
the fireworks display his “guys” are 
putting together on the roofs of 
the downtown public library, the 
Bay, the City Hall Clock Tower, 
and in the Canada Post parking lot. 
An easy-going Quebecois, he's a 
pyrotechnician with an internation- 
al reputation. Among his credits 
are a trip to China, where he did a 
show to celebrate Mao’s anniversa- 
ry. He then taught the Chinese some 
workshops. The Chinese...who in- 


vented fireworks. 

Earlier, Rick Forbes, one his “guys” 
who runs the Vancouver office, de- 
scribed Fiatlux as “the best in Canada.” 
Ignoring my raised eyebrows, he said: 
“It's because we get much of our prod- 
uct from Spain, where they really know 
fireworks. But mostly it's because 
Patrick is such an amazing designer. 
He's the cheese.”’ 

Iam an honorary, full-grown boy, 
a local hired by Fiatlux to work on 
the First Night fireworks crew. My 
job, said Don Snider, First Night's 
technical director, “is to schlep. 
Whatever the fireworks guys want 
to wherever they want it. You are 
their grunt.” 

On Dec. 31, my day starts at 8:30 
am. The day before, me and anoth- 
er grunt helped carry 20 sheets of 
plywood, boxes full of wire, fire 
extinquishers, and other paraphe- 
nalia on to the tops of the library 
and the Bay. We tote up several 
wooden racks filled with rows of 
short PVC tubes. They look like 
giant pan pipes, except they have 


55mm, 65mm, and 75mm stenciled 
on their sides—and they smell like 
sulpher. We also carry up scores of 
long green tubes lashed on to 
frames. Blue plastic cord hangs 
between their ends. Some of the 
cords are wrapped in foil. They 
look like weird bagpipes, but they 
are roman candles. 

“The blue cord is called the quick 
match,” explained Forbes. “It’s like 
a wick except it burns at 150 feet 
per second. It’s more accurate to 
say it explodes. It’s that fast.” The 
ones wrapped in foil are for later 
volleys. The foil protects the quick 
match from going off too soon. 


Big bombs 


We continued to schlep. Scores of 
boxes full of big bombs come off the 
truck and go up the elevators. These 
have to be kept under lock and key 
overnight and can’tbe leftunguarded 
until they're fired. Our progress to 
the top of Edmonton Centre is 
much quicker. They're ready for 


us. We caused a bit of a stir earlier 
when we arrived requesting access 
to the Bay’s high security loading 
dock after backing up to it with a 
truck marked all over with “explo- 
sives” stickers. 

The Canada Post parking lot is 
where the really big bombs will 
be fired from. “The biggest 
number will be fired from the roof 
of the Bay,’’ explained Forbes. 
“But the biggest reports will come 
from the parking lot. The ones on 
the roof will be set off from firing 
boards.” 

First Night coordinator Mike Tay- 
lor is informed that “the bombs on 
the roofs will only go up a couple 
of hundred feet, but the big ones 
will travel 650 to 800 feet in the 
air.” Taylor says: “We'll warn the 
airport.” The boys are going to dis- 
rupt air traffic. I love it. ©

“Dreamin on a miracle play” : 


Today's junior hockey heroes may be forgotten tomorrow 


W e know the hype surrounding 
any world junior hockey 
championship, and especially the 
1995 edition that wrapped up last 
week in Red Deer: “See tomorrow’s 
Stars today!” “Discover whose hock- 
ey card will be hot next year!” TSN 
vignettes of former Canadian junior 
Stars scoring at the world champion- 
ships and then with their current 
NHL teams; interviews with NHL gen- 
eral managers and scouts; stories 
with headlines like “/t'’s On to the 
Show”, proclaiming that an NHL ca- 
reer is a dead-cert next step for 
Canadian junior gold medal heroes. 








The 1995 edition was the year of 
the dream team, winner of a third 
straight gold medal for Canada, the 
first Canadian team ever to sweep 
through the tournament undefeat- 
ed. And they pulled it off here in 
hockey-mad Alberta, home to five 
of the current crop of champions 
and one of the most fertile breed- 
ing grounds of hockey talent 
anywhere in the world. 

Who couldn'thelp but get caught 
up in the unrestrained joy of these 
fresh-faced kids with their ridicu- 
lous “playoff” goatees, piling 
superlative on top of “unbuhleey- 
abull” superlative as they struggled 





in front of TV cameras to explain 
feelings too powerful-for words. 
Who couldn't help but get caught 
up in the hype telling us we'll see 
most of these young stars in the 
NHL next season. 


Clinching goal 


Well, let's start with Rick Girard. 
Who's Rick Girard you ask? Exactly 
one year ago, most hockey fans in 
Edmonton could have answered 
that question, but now he’s a for- 
gotten name. Rick Girard was — is 
— the local boy who scored the 
clinching goal for Canada against 
the Swedes in last year's gold med- 
al game at the world junior 
championship. 

After the game, which was 
played in the Czech Republic, we 
saw touching interviews with the 
hero and with his proud family 
back home in Edmonton. In the 
days that followed there were 
more feel-good media stories 
about Girard and his teammates. 
The pundits suggested that Gir- 
ard’s fine performance at the 
world tournament had capped a 
first-rate junior career and that, 
like most of his jubilant buddies, 
a rosy NHL future awaited this "93 
second round draft pick of the 
Vancouver Canucks. 

So Rick Girard attended his sec- 
ond Canucks training camp in the 
fall of ‘94, ready, as they say in 





hockey-speak, to move on to The 
Show. But there were some pages 
missing from the Hollywood script 
Girard had found himself starring 
in only eight months earlier. As he 
admits himself, “I let it all get to me 
and I wasn’t as ready as I should 
have been at training camp.” 

The result...the minors. He was 
assigned to Syracuse of the Amer- 
ican Hockey League — team name, 
the Crunch — where he counted 
among his teammates Brent Tul- 
ly, Mike Peca, Yannick Dube and 
Adrian Aucoin, all former mem- 
bers of Canadian junior world 
championship squads. 


Hockey gods 


Although he got off to a good 
start in Syracuse the hockey gods 
frowned on Rick Girard; he tore 
the medial collateral ligament in 
his knee. As the '95 world junior 
tournament opened in Red Deer 
he was sitting at home in Edmon- 
ton recovering from surgery, 
watching wistfully as the next rank 
of heroes rode the emotional 
wave, cresting on a sea of Canadi- 
an Red. 

Rick Girard is an honest, tough- 
minded kid. He's not feeling sorry 
for himself or making excuses. He's 
put all the hype behind him and 
now stares reality bravely in the 
face. “It's a struggle every day for 





hockey players. It’s great to play in 









the world juniors because if you do 
well you get noticed... but then its 
back on the bus and back to the 
real world.” He knows now that if 
he makes it to The Show, it’s going 
to be a long hard grind. 

When asked if he’s really con- 
vinced he will play in the NHL he 
pauses. “I don’t know for sure but I 
believe I can. I know I’m going to 
give it my best effort.” For now, that 
means lonely hours in the weight 
room, rehabilitating his leg for next 
season and struggling to pack as 
much muscle as he can onto his 
comparatively small 5'11, 180 Ib. 
frame. 

Girard’s detour off the freeway 
to NHL fame and fortune is far 
from unique. Perry Pearn has won 
three gold medals as a member of

He looks over the team photos 
from his three world champion- 
ship squads and names the players, 
one by one, who haven't yet made 
it (or never will) to The Show.

other end of the phone. It 
belongs to Wes Borg, president and 
CEO of Three Dead Trolls in A Bag- 
gie Corp. I introduce myself and 
ask about the possibility of doing 
an interview for their upcoming 
improv show. 

“Sure, just as long as we make it 
before 8 p.m.; after that is a bad 
time.” 

“Busy with rehearsals, huh?’” 

If one is going to study a unique 
subspecies of human beings that 
are contained within the Trolls, one 
might want to chuck conventional 
journalism and go the Jane Goodall 
route: study the subject, gain their 
trust, assimilate myself into their 
culture, observe and log all data 
and then report my conclusions. 
This methodology pays off. I'm not 
in their habitat more than a few 
minutes before one of them asks 

ne, “Smoke a cone?” 

“Suré,” I say with shrugging con- 
fidence. No doubta peace offering, 
like a sweetgrass ceremony. Sever- 
al cones later, I’m ready to further 
the cause of science. 

See: So let's drop all pretenses, 
and get right down to plugging 
your show. 

Joe Bird: The Big, Stupid Improv 
Show is an annual event. This is our 
second annual show, so you can 
clearly see that this is a tradition 
that dates back decades. 

Wes Borg: Since the beginning of 
time, actors have attempted to bring 
themselves out of the primordial 
slime and to further evolve the race. 
Part of this evolution is to perform 
a complete play without the bene- 
fit of a script. It’s not for the faint of 
heart. By the way, Adrian... There 
are no rehearsals in improv 


See: I’m sure that our readers 


would be interested to know wheth- 
€r or not being in Three Dead Trolls 
has enhanced your ability to pick 
up babes. 
Borg: Naw. They're just too heavy. 
Bird: Not for me. I've been work- 
ing out rigorously, and I'm in the 
best physical shape of my career. 
My pecs are like boulders. 
See: In your cast, who would you 
say had the bigger pecs? The men 
or the women? 
Borg: The cast is 25 members strong 
with some of the biggest, firmest 
pecs in the business. They range 
from the voluptuous Dana Ander- 
son, the under-rated lan Ferguson 
and the over-rated Mark Meer — 
See: What would you say Mark Meer 
was? An A-cup? B-cup? I read one 
mag that had him rated as a D-cup. 
Borg: Meer has one of the finest set 
of pecs in the world of improv. 
That is, if you believe the trades. 
Bird: Oh, I read them everyday — 
(It was at this point in the inter- 
view that Borg made Bird disappear 
with a simple wave of his hand. 1do 
my best not to act astonished in 
order to keep the experiment pure.) 


Astral plane 


See: Joe’s gone... cool. 

Borg: | merely sent him off to an- 
other astral plane. I can call him 
back whenever to suit my slimy, 
maniacal needs... preferably before 
show time 

See: But, why? I been observing, 
er, watching you two. There isn’t 
even the slightest moment of con- 
flict between you. You guys are a 
textbook study in symbiosis. 
Borg: And thisis a relationship that 
goes back for more than half of our 
lives. We noticed that the same 
things made us laugh. It’s just that 
I have to show just who has the 
power. 

See: Power? 

Borg: About the only preparation 
that goes into an improv show is 
scheduling. Over the years I've been 
able to witness which people work 
well together and which ones don't. 
It is up to me to take advantage of 


this chemistry: Ability, egos, who 
they want to work with, who they 
don’t want to work with. The sched- 
uling falls on me. I have the power. 
So, the cast better fall in line, or 
they'll end up like Joe. 

See: Doesn't this management style 
inspire fear more than trust? 
Borg: You want everyone, includ- 
ing yourself, to be ina state of fear. 
See: Why would you want to moti- 
vate your cast into a fear state? 
Borg: The whole concept of impov, 
as I understand it — and practice it 
— is to say “yes” to everything. Mean- 
ing, that you decide to accept 
whatever is given to you as concrete 
reality. When actors say yes, they do 
good improv. When they are terri- 
fied and sayyes, they do great improv, 
or very shitty improv. 

See: Oh, that's bad. 

Borg: No. That's good. The con- 
stant threat of doing shitty improv 
augments the fear in the cast. The 
risks in improv are even greater 
than that of bullfighting or stockcar 
racing. I guarantee that BLOOD 
WILL SPILL!!! Either the actor will 
soar like a bird or crash to the 
earth. And “blocking” is an abso- 
lute no-no, punishable by death! I 
am a vengeful God... but a fair one. 
See: Could you explain “blocking” 
to the young, impressionable read- 
ers out there who might want to try 
this at home? 

Borg: It is the most heinous crime 
that anyone in improv can commit! 
Simply put, blocking iswhen you say 
no. If someone says, “Here, hold this 
bowl of cranberries,” you cannot say, 
“But, that’s a basketball.” A more 
acceptable reply might be, “Good 
God!! That bowl of cranberries is set 
to explode in three seconds!!” To 
block is to reject the reality. Lt is to 
play God, and that is my purpose! 
Another cone, Adrian? 

See: Sure. Isn't that Joe's stash?? 
Borg: Joe is too occupied surviv- 
ing the man-eating reptile world 
that I've zapped him into to worry 
about his stash. He'll only be too 
glad to kiss my feet when I bring 
him back, 

See: Cool..

M ike McDonald has done a lot of 
growing up in the past two 
years. The 31-year-old frontman of 
Jr. Gone Wild has stopped drink- 
ing. He’s cut his hair short, he’s 
moved out of his mom's home, and 
he spent the last year recording 
Jr.'s new album as well as gigging 
and acting up a storm with Hook- 
ahman and Three Dead Trolls in A 
Baggie. 

Now the anemic old punk is get- 
ting a tad nostalgic about the good 
old days back at Archbishop O'Leary 


~High School. 


“We'd read about the antics of 
the Sex Pistols and the Clash and 
everything. The music, the aggres- 
sion, the anti-establishment, how 
vital it was to be a non-conform- 
ist..." McDonald recalls over a few 
cups of coffee at his regular haunt, 
Rose Bow! Pizza. 

But those days are long gone. 
“Old punks have nobody to talk to 
these days,” he laments. 


Night scene 


“All those people finished 
school, got married and they're 
out of the night scene. In fact, I 


was wondering for years, ‘how 


come I don't have any girlfriends 
around that are my age?’ That's 
“cuz they're all married now. They 
don’t go out with guys like me. To 
them, I would be someone who is 
not stable and doesn’t have their 
shit together.” 

McDonald may have more shit 
together than he thinks. He’s not 
the brooding, bitter, don’t-bother- 
me musician he was a few years 
ago. He actually has a sense of hu- 
mor now. “Boy, I could use a drink,” 
he chuckles when talking about his 
boozehound days. 

Fortunately, he’s still got some 
of that same old self-destructive 
angst he did when he was a teen- 
ager. 

That mix of angst and sentimen- 
tality show up on Junior's sixth and 
about-to-be released albumSimple 


Little Wish on Stony Plain. Record- 


ed last year, McDonald calls it the 
“quintessential Jr. Gone Wild 
record. 

“It’s a little lonely, melancholi- 
cally speaking,” he says. “It’s not 
lonely depressed but lonely be- 
cause you miss the old days a little 
bit. But by the same token, it’s like 
now I've got all these skills. Back 
then I was a punk, I couldn't play 
guitar worth shit. Now I can.” 

Jr.'s dead-pan bassist — Dove — 
describes the record like this: “Well, 
the case is square. But the disc 
itself is round.” 

Seriously Dove. What do you 
think of the album? 

“I think it’s a good record. And 
my mom likes it, so it must be 
good,” he says matter-of-factly. “Ac- 
tually, I play more notes on this 
album than our last two albums put 
together.” 

Simple Little Wisb is full of well- 
crafted songs about alchohol 
addictions, and relationships. 

“Apres Vous” is the first song 
McDonald penned after he 
hopped on the wagon. “Juliette” 
is about his girlfriend. The album 
also includes tunes by Dove and 
former keyboardist (now D.O.A.

guitarist) Ford Pier. 

McDonald, Dove, guitarist 
Lance Loree and drummer Larry 
Shelast spent three months last 
year putting the new album to- 
gether. When they started 
had 36 songs. That was eventually 
whittled down to 15 

“We had a rule: if (a song) took 
more than three takes... we went 
on to something else. None of this 
doing the same thing over and over 
again all day,” McDonald laughs 


they 


Sense of humor 


“We kept a sense of humor go- 
ing because there was so much to 
do. We had the optional five-take 
rule too. If you didn’t get it after 
three, we'd all have a discussion, 
you'd try it again and then the 
grace chance. You get one more 
— the fifth try — and if it didn’t 
happen then, then we'd forget it 
Go on.” 

McDonald has been going on 
since his adolescence. He first start- 
ed off fronting such embarrassing 
bands as the Malibu Kens and Joey 
Did and the Necrophilics. Twelve 
years ago, he formed Jr. Gone Wild. 


Since that time, the band has seen 
more line-up changes than a pro 
hockey team. That's partly due to 
McDonald's somewhat dictatorial 
style. But he doesn’t make any ex- 
cuses for it 

‘I really love the punk rock in 
me,” he admits. “And | have a lot of 
fun with it. And it’s very frustrating 
to some of the people that have to 
work with me. I got pretty strong 
moral convictions about who I want 
to work for, what | want to do, how 
it gets done 

Those convictions were exercised 
a few times during the making of 
Simple Little Wish. For starters 
McDonald and Dave Mockford of 
Monster Tracks Audio Projects 
wanted to be able to produce the 
album — something they had been 
pushing for since Jr.'s fourth 
record, Too Dumb to Quit.

“It's the 
hidden track. Stony Plain doesn’t 
know what they’ve done. They've 
made it a legend.” 

Then there was the album's title 
McDonald wanted the album to be 
self-titled. The record company 
thought otherwise 

“The record company thought it 
would be better to have a title. And 
we tried. We had lists of possible 
titles and Simple Little Wish was 
about the only one we all could 


half-way agree on,” says McDonald 


Hard work 


Despite the long years of hard 
work, success has eluded McDon- 
ald and his band. Jr.'s last album, 
Pull the Goalie, only sold about 
3,500 copies worldwide 

“You know, it’s a litle humiliat- 
ing when it doesn't work. You send 
outa single and nobody cares, no- 
body responds. You feel a little 
embarrassed,” he admits 

That might be changing. Accord- 
ing to Warner Music (who nationally 
distributes Stony Plain products) 
Jr. Gone Wild's first single, “I'm So 
Glad,” is already on Power 92's 
playlist 

McDonald does have a simple 
little wish of his own, though. “I 
want this record to succeed to the 
point where people give creative 
control to us. I don't need to go 
platinum and become a million- 
aire... All I need is to draw five 
thousand people every time we 
play and I'd be happy for the rest of

There’s nothing subtle here in 
Houseguest. The humor is parged onto a 
standard framework with a very wide 
trowel. Seems like a pretty good movie if 
you're an unsophisticated 12-year-old 
Fast-talking schemer Kevin Franklin 
(Sinbad), while searching for the fast 


lane to his first million, stiffs his loan 
shark and has to run when the Gasperini 
brothers are sent to convey their boss's 
displeasure. 

Threatened with capture at the air- 
ports, he capitalizes on an overheard 
conversation and presents himself to a 
white family as the black man the father, 
Gary Young (Phil Hartman), admits to 
not having seen for 25 years. Knowing 
only that his assumed name is Derek

Bond, he flees with them into the heartof 
Whitebread, America. 

The irrascible but lovable con-artist is 
touched by the plight of this poor little 
rich family being torn apart by the rigors 
and ennui of financial success. Moved to 
try and heal their emotional wounds, he 
discovers the true meaning of wealth. 

Formulaic, to be sure, but that’s okay 
because the script is firmed up consider- 
ably by layers and layers of stereotypes. 
Atone point Sinbad’s character advises a 
jivey-mouthed white boy in matters of 
the heart with, “Don’ be talkin’ like that, 
‘cause you ain’ from the ‘hood. Jes’ be 
yessef.” 

From 23 rows back, the irony caught 
me square in the forehead. Of all the 
stereotypes, from the bigoted martini- 
swilling country club WASP, to the sadis- 
ticMafia-affiliated Italian goons, Sinbad’s 
shuck’n’jive Stem’n Fetchit routine had 
to be the hokiest. 

I'm from Whitebread, Alberta myself, 
so please forgive my dithering on the 
moral issue of stereotypes. They're inevi- 
table, right? And, call it equality if you 
like, the worst offending characters do fly 
the goober flag pretty high. Harmless. 
How sophisticated is your 12-year-old? 

Sinbad and Phil Hartman just aren’t 
funny guys. That admission is socially ac- 
ceptable. Much of the humor is derived 
from Sinbad’s intelligence-gathering on 
Derek Bond (What does he do that’s made 
him famousand why is he in town?) and his 
pursuit is hampered by Hartman's 
frustratingly pleasant vagueness. 

A few in the supporting cast distin- 
guished themselves for various reasons. 
Remember the origami pizza guy (“It’s a 
pterodactyl! Caw! Caw!”)? Kevin West plays 


a snooty wine connoisseur whose brief 


appearance had the house snarfing pop- 
com up their noses. Ron Glass (the real 
Derek Bond) looks old, reminding us that 
Barney Miller started its run 20 years ago. 
Finally, Kim Murphy, 
Hartman's daughter, has, without exag- 
geration, 10 rings in each ear.

Director Michael Apted has a narrative 
style that is uniquely his own. InGorillas 
in the Mist he had Diane Fossey assim- 
ilate the nature of the primates she was 
studying; In the 7-UP series of 
documentries, Apted has shown his com- 
mitment to his subjects to following them 
around fora lifetime. These are but two 
examples. 

In Nell, his latest film, Apted returns 
to the formula. In a rustic, backwoods 
cabin in the Georgia mountains, an old 

oman has a seizure and dies. When 
the authorities come to clean up the site 
they come across a modern-day wild 
child. The old woman had a daughter 
that has never had outside contact. She 
is hostile, and fearful of all outsiders and 
she has a language all of her own.

cal existence. 

BEAMS vice-president Jay Lind 
will be presenting a piece for ana- 
log synthesizer and tape. He will 
also be improvising over the work, 
something that most BEAMS per- 
formers tend to do a lot.

After spending much of 1993 
touring with a jazz trio around Ed- 
monton, Jenson felt the time had 
come to “go for it.” With help from 
Banks, recording began onRenais- 
sance, While juggling her schedule 
of full-time day work as an employ- 
ment counselor and performing in 
the production of Jesus Christ Su- 
perstar, Jenson spent the last four 
months of 1994 in the studio. 

Now, with the recording finally 
“in the can,” the obvious question 
seems to be, would she change the 
way her career has evolved? 

“No. Not one thing,” she states 
emphatically. 

“If you are in the business to 
become a big star, get out. It’s like 
winning a lottery; only a few of us 
make it. But if you like the process 
of getting there, if you enjoy per- 
forming for people, then that’s all 
that counts.” 

Claiming to be a strong believer 
in fate, Jenson says that some U_S. 
labels are interested in her work, 
but plans are currently under 
wraps.

(Cinnamon Toast) 


A long time ago, when David Foster got 
Canada’s overhyped glitterati together for 
that African benefit thing, he posted a sign 
outside the studio that said “Check Your 
Egos at the Door” (Somehow, industry 
motormouth Bruce Allen was exempt from 
that requirement.). I’m not sure if the of- 
fices of Cinnamon Toast Records has a 
door with a deluxe mahogany finish, or 
even if they even have an office. But if they 
did, I'm sure the entrance would be marked 
with “No Wanking Past This Point.” 

Very likely, their floors probably aren’t 
anywhere near as sticky as the wax finish 
was upon conclusion of Foster's endeavor. 
But after listening to the Toast compila- 
tion, Trim Crusts If Desired, the |2 acts who 
appear on it have a lot more sense than to 
spill their creative seeds onto un- 
Scotchguarded property. 

It’s also testament to the tenacity and 
creativity of the label and talent that 
reside in Halifax and the surrounding 
region —an area so disenfranchised, that 
masturbation sounds like a worthwhile 
pastime while waiting for that essential 
UIC cheque. 

Granted, some of these acts on the 
compilation have since done rather well. A 

~ few bands (Eric’s Trip, Jale, Hardship Post) 
who contributed to the Toast’s humble 
catalog while in their larval stages have 
gone onto grunge groundbreakers Sub Pop. 
Thrush Hermitis on Attic. Cheticamp now 
records for A&M. 

But there is little difference between the 
aforementioned groups and those still strug- 
gling. On this outing, all of them display a 
faithful, unrepentent belief in the song, and 
the captivating idea that simplicity is all you 
need to get your points across. Hardship 
Post and Quahogs stick to the anti-overkill 


ethos that troupes like The Ramones and. 


Green Day hold so dearly. 

Others like Jale, Eric's Trip (who cover 
a tune by fellow Maritimers Sloan) and 
Rebecca West eschew the production 
window dressing to disguise their quirki- 
ness. They all take the direct, grab-your- 
throat approach, and it’s all done without 
benefit of a Steve Vai wannabe ruining 
everything.
